It is evident that a bitter fight on the gasoline tax idea | 
is to be waged before any of the bills become alaw. A public’! 
hearing is to be held by the legislative committee which 
must sponsor such a measure, and the opponents of the fuel | 
tax are preparing to make a strong effort to block legislation. 

In theory the fuel tax has talking points. If itewere 
used in place of the yearly license fees, it might be a more | 


equitable way of assessing the pro rata shares of motorists | 


to cover the damage done to the roads. By paying a tax on 
the fuel used, the car owner would obviously pay simply for 
the amount of use made of his vehicle, which is fair enough. 
BUT every cent realized by a fuel tax should go into road 
building and repair. It should not be diverted to other pur- 
poses. The principal objection to the fuel tax is that in most 
of our states it is just another way of raising funds for the 
legislators to spend on projects that will do them the most 
political good. And that is the reason why the general 
motoring public looks upon the fuel tax with more than a 


little suspicion. 
Our Freight Bill 


URING the year 1926 one company in the automotive 
industry paid to the railways of America a freight bill 
aggregating $73,000,000. This was the General Motors Cor- 
poration, and of the total amount $50,000,000 was paid for 
the shipment of completed cars. Speaking in terms of 
treight cars, General Motors shipped more than 335,000 car- 
load lots during the year. 

For the industry as a whole in the shipment of motor 
cars, trucks, parts, gas, oil and road building materials, a 
vrand total of 3,040,000 freight cars were employed. Place 
this against the total carload traffic for the country of some- 
what over 35,000,000, and we find that the automotive indus- 
try originated nearly 9 per cent. of the railway freight busi- 
ness during the twelve months of 1926. . 

‘ Until recently there has been a disposition in railway 
circles to look upon the motor vehicle as a dangerous rival 
which was damaging the business of the railed carriers. 
In assessing any such damage, the railway people must not 
overlook the very important item of freight revenue derived 
from the automotive industry.
